GROUND TO PIECES 


ON T.C.& O.IN DARK 


Alonzo Rehard, 66. West Lafayette, track walker on 


'the Pennsylvania railroad, was ground to pieces when he 
was struck by a west-bound T. C. & O. freight near the 
W. V. tower/north of Cosoeton, Sunday morning at 1:30. 


His body was mangled and crushed beyond recog- 


nition and parts of it were strewn for a half mile along the 
track from the W. V. tower to the T. C. & O. trestle. The 
head was severed completely from the body, both arms 
were crushed to a pulp and one limb cut entirely off. 


The discovery of the accident was made by Roy Sher- 


man, tower operator, shortly after it occurred. In making 
his beat from the W. V. tower to the Standard plant on 
south Fifth-st. it is believed that Mr. Rehard stopped to 
open a frozen switch. 
To avoid an approaching east- 


bound train, he stepped to the west bound track in the path 
of the T. C. & O. freight. 
Because of the noise of the 


passing train, it is thot, that he failed to hear 
the sound of the freight's whistle. After the accident the 
freight did not stop and members of the crew first learned
